WHEN AND HOW TO PLAN THE 
FARM SHELTERBELT 


(E,aperimental Farms News) 

The development of the Prairie 
Farm Shetlerbelt requires consider- 
able thought ard careful planning be- 
fore the actual tree planting work 
is undertaken if the most efficient 
rescults are to be obtained. No two 
farms are alike as regards local top- 
ography end layout of buildings, and 
therefore no standard plan can be 
suggested for general use. Wach indi- 
vidual farm presents a separate 
problem. To fully develop a suitable 
arrangement of shelterbelts may take 
several years, but it is essential that 
some definite plan be followed from 
the start to meet the special require- 
ments. The winter months afford 
plenty of time, when other work is 
not pressing, for the careful planning 
of future farm developments. 

ince thorough summerfallowing is 
the only reliable preparation for prai- 
rie tree planting, states J. Wilner, Do- 
minion Forest Nursery Station, In- 
dian Head, Sask., the first season's 

7k may mean only the laying out 
and summerfallowing of the neces- 
sary strips in’ readiness for planting 
the following year. 

Other points which require special 
attention are 

1. It is not advisable to plant tree 
belts close to buildings as this may 
result later in cramped and incon- 
venient working conditions and hin- 
drance to further extension of build- 
ings.” Tp avoid hindrance from snow- 
drifts, which always accumulate in 
the lee of any shelterbelt, the trees 
should be kept at least 30 yards back 
from any permanent building. 

2. There should be a sufficiently 
large area, within the main shelter. 
belt, say from five to ten acres, to 
provide for ample spa¢e for. vegetable 
garden, fruit plots, and all future de- 
velopments of yards, lawns, and orna- 
méntal planting. 

3. The belts should be arranged as 
far as possible so as to utilize the 
spring gun off from melting snow to 
the best advantage. By means of 
properly planned belts and well con- 
structed dams and dugouts, the wa- 
ter supply from snow conservation 
can be greatly increased and used to 
irrigate gardens and orchards curing 
periods of drought. 

4. Farmers are often tempted to 
plant more trees in one season than 
they can properly look after with the 
available labor. It is much better to 
plant a few trees at any one time 
and look after them properly than to 
set out too large a number with the 
probability that they may be more 
er less neglected. 

5. Trees require protection against 
stock by fencing and must be given 
frequent cultivation, particularly a-

THE PRESENT STATUS 
OF CANADIAN RUST- 
RESISTANT WHEATS 


(Experimental Farms News) 


The spread of rust-resistant varie- 
ties of wheat has been phenomenal. 
In two years these varieties spread 
through the entire wheat-growing 
area of Manitoba and a considerable 
portion of eastern Saskatchewan; 
states Dr. C. H. Goulden, Dominion 
Rust Research Laboratory, Winnipeg. 
The next year they reached the Al- 
berta boundary, and during the past 
season were again extended westward 
and northward. In a Jarge triangular 
area with its base on the southern 
border and its point on the boundary 
of Saskatchewan and Alberta at a- 
bout Lloydminster, Marquis is still 
the predominant variety but a gréat 
deal of rust-resistant wheat is also 
grown there, and across the borders 
of Alberta where Red Bobs and Gar- 
net are the predominant varieties. 

One of the most interesting points 
about the spread of the rust-resis- 
tant varieties, Thatcher, Renown, A- 
pex, and Regent, is that they have 
gone northward beyond the area 
where Marquis was a successful var- 
jety in non-resistant years. This is 
because of their early maturity and 
since they. give yields that are equal 
or higher than Marquis in the south- 
ern parts of the West, one is forced 
to the conclusion that those new va- 
rieties have an even greater range 
of adaptability than Marquis. 

Farmers who change over from a 
susceptible to a rust-registant varie- 
ty of wheat have these four good 
varieties to choose from. There are 
differencec between them and conse- 
quently they are not all equally suit- 
ed to given conditions, and nearly ev- 
every farmer has his preference at 
this time. Plant breeders were of the 
opinion, in giving the farmers at 
least four rust-resistant varieties, 
that this would give them an oppor- 
tunity of selecting the one which was 
most suitable for -théir particular 
need. 

The newest development is che pré- 
duction of improved strains of the 
new varieties. The improvement 
that has been made’ is very marked: 
in Regent and Renown. The improv- 
ed seéd has been turned over to the

Wé farmers who produce hogs, 
would be glad of a set price for our 
produce according to grade, but I 
understand that it might cause a 
surplus of hogs if the hog producer 
could raise any number of hogs at a 
set price. Thus I propose the follow- 
ing, if Canada is to produce the bacon 
and other things Britain now needs 
Canada must carry on, under busi- 
ness-like methods, ‘ 

So set the price to the producer 
as well as the packer. Then to find 
out the number of hogs that the far 
mers plan ‘to raise in 1941. Let the 
Dominion government send a post- 
card to every farmer for him to fill 
in. On this card three questions 
would be asked: ist, Number of acres 
farmed. 2nd, Nunber of sows to be 
bred in 1941 arid also if these sows 
are to have one or two lots of pigs 
in 1941. 3rd, Number of pigs on farm 
now to be sold in 1941. 

‘With these cards returned the gov- 
ernment would know about how many 
hogs to expect in 1941. Taking séven 
or eight pigs to a sow and allowing 
for some to die. Then a quota of ‘so 
many hogs to sell at a set price could 
be given to each farmer who sent in 
his card, This would not stop a far- 
mer from keeping more sows than 
set out. in the card, if ‘he wished to 
make sure he would have the number 
he was entitled to sell. If he had 
too many young pigs, he could sell at 
six weeks old to the farmer who had 
not been able to raise the amount 
he could sell.
